President Duckworth, of the 
Union of Georiga, was before the com- 
mission for a short speech this morning. 
He was one of the principal movers in 
the direction of a lower passenger rate. 
He spoke in favor-of it, but stated that 
he did not want any railroag discriminat- 
ed against, and thought that the At- 
Inata and West Point road, which is 
one of the roads to come under the 2- 
cent rate, being a shor: road, should not 
be placed in this class. 

The Southern's Offer. 

Mr. Thompson made one of the most 
complete and exhusative speeches before 
the commission in a plea for an exten- 
gion- of time in which to have the roads 
argue their side, and concluded with a 
proposed compromise of a flat saie of 
2 3-4 cents a mile, with a_ 1,000-mile 
ticket for individual’ or family use at 
the rate of 2 |-4 cents a mile. 

This compromise came at the end of 
his speech, and was as follows:

tion, in Laflore county, this afternoon. 

Governor Vardaman, a cousin of Col- 
onel Money, is now hurrying to the 


to prevent further trouble. According 
to the latest reports, however, 
had been restored and it is not likely 
that other killings willl result. 

Bad blood had existed between the 
two families since last September, when 
J. D. Money, Jr., then only 20 years of 
age. shot and instantly killed L. N. 
Henderson, a prominent planter of the 
neighborhood. The victim had remein- 
strated with young Money for insulting 
Mrs. Henderson. 

The fatal shots in today’s outbreak of 
the feud were fired by R. L. Kirby and 
his son, Dr. Grover Kirby, both resi- 
dents of that place. Kirby is a bro- 
ther of Mrs. Henderson and it is stated 
that he swore he would kill voung Money 
after the latter was acquitted in the 
circuit court at Greenwood after a me- 
morable trial in which money and fam- 
ily influence were freely used to save 
bim from the gallows. 

It is claimed by friends of the Money 
family that the Kirbys ambushed Co!- 
onel Money and son, shooting both 
without warning. This, however, is de- 
nied by witnesses, who say that the 
four men met in the public highway, 
all fully armed, and the shooting com- 
menced. The Kirbys fired first, and Dr. 
Grover Kirby's first shot killed young 
Money afterwards he fired at Colonel 
James Money. 

The latter's neck, arms 
were riddled with buckshot. 
in attendance say that he cannot 
cover. 

Threats and counter threats had been 
exchanged between the two families, 
and the Moneys were frequently warned 
to leave the neighborhood. At one time 
it was stated that they had arranged to 
move to the gulf coast, but they failed 
to do so. ; 

Colonel Monye had long been known as 
a man of desperate character. Many 
years ago, while serving as deputy 
sheriff with Governor Vardaman, in Le- 
flore county, they took part in several! 
bloody affairs, and Colonel Money has at 
least one killing to his credit. 

United States Senator Money is at 
his home on tpe gulf coast, and in fee- 
ble health. He was acquainted with the 
facts of the tragedy by long distance

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JUDICIAL MURDER IS DONE 
BY NEW LAW, SAYS CARLTON 


The Constitutior is in seianail? of 
communication fiom J. Cr? C, Carlton, 
of 16 West Alabama street, in which 
he declares that great suffering will be 
imposed on a large number of unfortu- 
nate citizens by the enforcement of the 
anti-drug law, which was passed by the 
legislature at its recent session. Mr. 
Carlton says that the death of Mrs. 
Hare was causei by this law and that 
judicial murder fas been committed. 
He says: 

Editor Constitution: I wish to call atten- 
tion to the fact that there never was enacted 
into law a more unjust, cruel and inhuman 
law than the anti-drug law passed by the 
late legislature and approved by Governor 
Smith. Il am quite sure Governor Smith 
would never have approved such a bill if he 
had called in consultation a few reputable 
physicians and learned the evil, paneful, soul 
and body destroying effect that the drug 
habit disease has upon the human system; 
for any reputable physician, who has got 
sense enough to know the effect that nar- 
cotics have on the system, would have told 
him that those who are addicted to their 
use can no more leave off their use suddenly 
anfl live than they can gease breathing and 
live. Of course to cease breathing would 
be instant death, which would be far prefera- 
ble to a torturing death caused by leaving 
off the daily accustomed dose, and from 
which hell itse]f would be a release. 

Will the enforcement of this law stop the 
use of narcotic drugs? No, -for every one 
who can will send out of the state and get 
it, for they will and must have it at any 
cost: and it will prove a bonanza to the 
towns and cities around the borders of the 
state, and many will. move away to where 
they can get it. But that is not the worst 
feature of the case. Mark my prediction, 
there will be more suicides and more ma- 
niacs in the state of Georgia in the next six 
months than there have been in the last six 
years, caused solely by the enforcement of 
this cruel law, and for all of which our 
State officials will. be responsible.

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@ We have a case in point recorded in The 


Constitution of August 29—the case of Mrs. 
W. F. Hare. Her death was not caused from 
the use of drugs, but for the ‘want of her 
usual daily supply. It is a plain case of ju- 
dicial murder, just as much so as if our 
state officials had orfered her executed on 
the gallows without a trial before a judge 
and jury. It is only one of many similar 
deaths that will take place by the enforce- 
ment of this damnable law. 

But, as the mischief has been done, Gov- 
ernor Smith should hasten with all possible 
speed to prevent all similar deaths, by sus- 
pending the operation of this cruel, inhuman 
law, if in his power to do so. until the legis- 
lature can repeal or modify it and make 
some provision for the treatment and cure 
of the poor unfortunate habitues who are 
not able to pav the expense of treatment. 
They are not habitues from choice, but are 
victims of circumstances, having contracted 
the habit-disease from having had it pre- 
scribed first*® by their family physician, ig- 
norant of the effect a continuance of its 
use would have on them, and they would 
give everything in the world they possess to 
be freed from the fetters of this soul and 
hody destroying monster. But they are utter- 
ly helpless and must suffer on, many of them 
until relieved by death, for there are only a 
few known remedies for the drug habit- 
disease. It is one of the hardest diseases in 
the world to cure, and thf~se who claim to 
cure it charge more than a majority of 
the unfortunate habitues can afford. 

I wish it distinctly understood that I am 
Writing this article solely in the interest of 
those who are afflicted with the drug habit- 
disease: that I am not and never have been 
addicted to he tuse of any kind of drugs; 
that I do not use tobacco in any form: that 
I do not drink or use any kind of liquors. 

In conclusion, I most respectfully ask Gov- 
ernor Smith to investigate this matter, for I 
am quite sure that if he will do so that he 
will find that the above statements are true, 
and that he wiil do all in his power to re- 
lieve the situation and prevent a large un- 
fortunate class of our celtizens from being 
driven to commit suicide, and save others 
from the madhouse.

Macon Discussing Judge A 
Miller's Candidacy for Mayor 


OLD BANK STORY IS REVIVED 


His Announcement Brings Up the 
Meooted Question of His Alleged 
Indebtedness to the Ex- 
change Bank at Time 
qf Failure. 


—_—-—_— 


Macon, Ga., August 39.—(Special.)— 
There is considerable political and finan- 
cial history behind a simple black-line 
anouncement: appearing in the loca] pa- 
pers conveying to the ‘‘white voters” of 
Macon, the information that Judge A. lL. 
Miller is a candidate for mayor in the 
coming election. It than an 
Ordinary card, for it appears in heavy 
type, in conspicuous form and position. 

Judge Miller's original announcement 
for mayor preceded the failure of the 
Exchange bank, for which institution 
he had been leading counsel for a period 
of fifteen years. After’ the fallure of 
the bank came rumors that Judge Mil- 
ler was due the pank a considerable sum 
of money, and also rumors that he wou!d 
not push his candidacy for mayor. These 
rumors are believeg to be responsible 
for the black-type notice which has sub- 
sequently been running in the papers. 

In refutation of these rumors it is 
claimed by the friends of Judge Miller 
that the bank owes him within a few 
dollars of the $15,000, which rumor al- 
lezged he was due the bank, and this con- 
dition so appeared in the first official 
statement made by the temporary re- 
ceivers. It is said, however, tha while 
this statement showed the amount which 
Judge Miller claimed was due him it did 
not show the amount which it is alleged 
he oweg.the bank. ; 

When the stockholders met 
20 the accounts of Judge Miller were 
gone over. He made claims for the 
amounts said to be due him for the past 
thirteen years, which was set out in 
the report of the receivers. There was 
a dispute in regard to this, and as a re- 
sult in the repert of Hunter & (0., ex- 
accountants, it is said, that under 
the head of ‘“‘doubtful overdrafts” is set 
down against Judge Miller the sum of 
$4.698.34. which amount Judge Miller is 
said to have disputed. 

In addition to this, there is said to be 
a note of $13,453, and another for $l,- 
040, and a ledger account of $2,546.55. 

On the other hand Judge Miller claim- 
ed that he had done legal service for 
the bank, which, when properly credited, 
would show that the bank was due hitn 
a balance of four or five hundreg doliars. 

It is said that when Judge Miller be- 
came counsel for the bank that there was 
an agreement that he was to give ad- 
vice for the rentals of a handsome suit 
of offices, and that when he did actual 
services in representing ‘fe bank m suits 
he was to have additional pay, and this 
amount, which Judge Miller claims to be 
due him. is said to be the additional pay 
Macon people. 

In view of Judge Miller's candidacy for

DEATH CLAIMS 
CAPT. ROBERTS 


Prominent Atlantan Qies at 
Ripe Old Age 


A GALLANT CONFEDERATE 


Saw Much Service During War Be- 
tween the States as Member of 
Atianta Grays—Funeral Will 
Be Held Sunday After- 
noon at First Meth- 
odist Church. 


Captain E. M. Roberts, one of the city’s 
rrominent men, died at 6 o'clock yes- 
ter@ay afternoon, at the home of his 
married daughter, Mrs. J. G. Gause, on 
Spring street. 

For more than a year Captain Roberts 
had been sick, and the end was not un- 
expected. In i906 he surrendered ac- 
tice participation in his business, in 
which he had been engaged in this city 
for more than a generation, and retired 
in favor of his son, Charles M. Roberts. 
Since his retirement he has gracefully 
awaited the end. A man of religion, a 
lifelong church worker and doer of good 
things, he was prepared for the sum- 
mons. His death holds none of the 
poignancy of grief. 

Captain Roberts was born in Hall 
county, this state, on the I9th of De- 
cember, !839. He was:educated in De- 
catur, coming to Atlanta in his early 
boyhood. The firing of the first gun on 
Sumter found him enlisted with the “At- 
lanta Grays,’ Company F, of the Eighth 
Georgia infantry. His service was ac- 
tive. The list of his battles is a long 
and honorable one. He was a veteran of | 
hard campaigning, and that he was 
spared the death he saw many of his 
companions suffer seemed nothing less 
than a dispensation to his God. Through | 
the various grades of army rank he 
was promoted for efficiency of service, 
until in November, 1863, he attained his | 
captaincy and was placed in command | 
of Company H, of the Thirty-fifth Geor- 
gia. In the last days of the struggle 
he was granted a furlough, which mark- 
ed his last active service with the fight-

Capital Stock and Surplus 
Will Be Increassd to 
$350,000. 


LaGrange, Ga., August 30.—(Special.)— 
With the possible exception of one bank 
in Savannah and four in Atlanta, the 
only state bank in the state with a cap- 
ital of $260,000 will be that of the La- 
Grange Banking and Trust Company, of 
this city. 

The growth of this solid financial in- 
stitution, which has long been designat- 
6qg as a state depository, has been so 
Steady that President Dunson has called 
a méeting of the directors and stock- 
holders for this purpose. The majority 
of the directors and stockholders had 
previously stated a willingness for this 
action to be taken. When this is done 
the capital stock and surplus will be 
$350,000, and will be the most substan- 
tial “country bank” jn Géorgia. 

The bank was Organized in 1871 with a 
capital stock of $100,000. Since that 
time it has paid over half a million dol- 
lars in dividends, passing through al! 
panicky times without missing a single 
one. 

So valuable has become the stock in 
this bank that the directors have decid- 
ed that 750 shares of the proposed in- 
crease is to be offered to the present 
stockholders at a pfice to be fixed by the 
Stockholders, and the number is to be 
limited to a proportion such as the stock- 
holders now own. The other 250 shares 
will be sold to non-stockholders. With 
this increase the banking capital of the 
LaGrange banks will have been in- 

creased in three years from $300,000 to 
$800,000. 

J. E. Dunson is president of the bank, 
J. M. Barnard, vice president, and T. J. 
Thornton, cashier. The great industrial 
growth of this section of the state, and 
particularly LaGrange and Troup coun- 
ty, has made this {ncrease a necessity.

Oversight In Legistation. | 
There is scarcely anyone who will 
question the fact that the narcotic 
d;ug law, passed at the recent session 


beneficent measure. That it swill ac- 
complish great good in preventing the 
spread of pernicious drug‘ habits, and, 
perhaps, lead to the reformation and 
restoration of those whose indulgence 
has been of a moderate or periodic 
kind, cannot be questioned. 

But the question arises, did not the 


making the law immediately effective 
without putting in some provision for 
the care of those unfortunate persons 
upon whom the drug habit has so 
Strongly fastened itself, that to shut 
them off all'at once is almost sure 
lo mean a sudden death? 

A day or two ago there were ‘ound 
in Atlanta a man and’ woman, hus- 
bund and wife, who had become so 
strongly addicted to the morphine 
found them- 
selves deprived of this drug, because 
under the new law druggists refused 
to let them have it, their suffering 
became intense, and they found re- 
lief only in death. The woman died 
almost upon arrival at the hospital; 
the man has since followed her to the 
grave. 

It matters not how deplorable may 
Le conditions and circumstances. sur- 
rcunding these unfortunate persons, 
humanitarian principles demand the 
preservation of life as long as there 
fs power to preserve it, and where 
possible, rastoration to health and 
strength. There are doubtless many 
others in the state who will sooner or 
later find themselves in similar con- 
dition. It is a recognized fact that 
persons firmly addicted to the habit, 
when deprived of their drug, experi- 
ence a craving which is: liable to 
result in lunacy or d2ath. 


While the legislature did well to} 


pess the bill, was it not an unfor- 
tunate oversight’*that they omitted 
some provision that would take care 
of such cases as this? | For the fu- 
ture it will accomplish great good, 
but in these cases where the hope of 
restoration seems gone, the victims, 
where they are able to do so, must 
appeal .to physicians, and in other 
Cases to public charity, 

There are severa] ways in which 
the legislature might have solved this 
problem, and made some provision for 
the care and, possibly, the cure of 
these unfortunates. That it did not 
co so can only be considered an over- 
Sight, due, possibly, to hasty and 
carelessly considered legislation, 
which is deeply to be deplored.

Mileage Books at Two Gents. 


Now that the reduced passenger 


rites fixed by the railroad commission 
are soon to go into effect, the ques- 
ticn, of mileage books and the rate at 
which they are to bo sold comes prom- 
inently to the front. 

This is a matter in which the 
Travelers’ Protective Association. 
perhaps more than any other class, is 
deeply interested. At their state 
convention held in Rome a short time 
ago, the Association, by resolution, 
asked for an interchangeable 2,000- 
mile book to be sold at $40, or 2 cents 
a mile. A committee was appointed 
t» confer with the Southeastern 
Passenger Association to see what ar- 
rangement could be made to this end. 
Up to the present time nothing defi- 
nite has been accomplished, and the 
members of the Travelers’ Protective 
Association are still taking it out in 
tulk or discussion at their post meet- 
ings. 

While on the smaller and the in- 
complete railroad lines in Georgia the 
rate remains three cents, that on all 
the larger systems has been reduced 
br the railroad commission’s circu- 
lar No, 334 to 21-2 cents or lower. 
In the case of two railread systems 
this rate has been made 21-4 cents, 
and on two others, two cents a mile. 
The uniform price of mileage books 
which are now generally interchange- 
able, is 21-2 cents a mile. With re- 
spect to those railroads in the 21-2 
cent class this gives the purchaser of 
wholesale mileage no reduction, and 
ou those railroads in the 21-4 and 
2-cent classes, it is manifestly 
cheaper for the holder of a mileage 
book, at present prices, to buy a 
ticket than to use his mileage. 

It would seem, therefore, that the 
time has come when the reasonabie- 
ness of the request made by the 
Travelers’ Protective Association 
cennot be ‘questioned. That the pur- 
chaser of mileage at wholesale is 
entitled to some reduction, is general- 
ly conceded, and there should be 
nothing to interfere with the general 
use of the interchangeable mileage 
bcok, 

In view of the extensive use of 
transportation in this shape, the mat- 
ter is one with which the railroad 
commsision might very well concern 
itself in the interest of a very large 
ciass of the traveling public at a 
time when it has undgr consideration 
the revision of .passenger fares in 
the state.

Too Free With Legislation. 

Learned Aoctore of the law are vig- 
orously preaching against the passion! 
fe: statute making which has seized’ 
upon the legislators of the country. 

With pellets of wisdom and pre- 
scriptions of good advice, wise -coun- 
sellors are seeking to reach the source 
of the fever that has broken out in 
eo many useless, cumbersome and ill- 
considered bills. The necessity for. 
ecrrecting a few flagrant abuses on 
the part of corporations seems to have 
loosened all restraint, and state leg- 
islatures throughout the country have 
been literally flooded with measures 
introduced on the spur of the mo- 
ment frequenitly. in immature and 
imperfect shape, without knowledge 
of their ultimate effect or apparent 
regard for the evil possibilities con- 
cealed in their good intentions. 

The records show that 46,000 acts 
were passed by American legislatures 
from 1899 to 1904 and the flood has 
only reached its height since the lat- 
ter year. New York’s governor this 
year caused 500 bills to fail of enact- 
ment after being passed by the leg- 
isiature. Georgia’s solons were call- 
ed upon to give calm, thoughtful and 
statesmanlike consideration to 800 
measures during the course of a 50- 
day session. These measures affected 
the peace, welfare, lives and prop- 
erty of the people. 

In considering similar conditions 
in other states, Judge Parker recent- 
ly declared in a speech before the 
American Bar Association that no 
living man, even if he pessessed the 
wisdom of Solomon, was equal to 
such a task as confronts present day 
legislators. 

Legislative measures are, presuma- 
bly, introduced in the hope they will 
become laws. As a law, every word 
contained in every bill is of supreme, 
importance in making clear the intent 
and purpose of the measure. The use 
and the position of a comma or 4 
semi-colon may, under strict interpre- 
tation of the courts, give the measure 
a totally different meaning and effect 
to the one intended. That legislators, 
under these circumstances, should ex- 
ercise the utmost care and give the 
ciosest scrutiny to. measures pro- 
posed for their consideration, is evi- 
dent. As to whether or not they ac- 
tually do it, the record of New York’s 
“veto” governor is conspicuous proof, 
No one has uttered the slightest com- 
p:aint that Governor Hughes, in per- 
mitting so many bills to die, acted 


Judge Parker, in the closing lines 
of his Portland, Me., speech before 
the lawyers, suggested a new remedy 
for the evils of too much law. He 
arproves the liberal use of the ex- 
ecutive veto power, he believes in 
closer adherence to the common law 
on the part of legislators, but he 
goes furthe: as is set forth in the 
following extract urging a judicial re- 
view before measures are finall; ap- 
proved: 

What method will be adopted by 
which: the necessity and efficacy of a 
proposed statute shall be determined | 
before its passage cannot be safely 
predicted. But that it would be wise 
to have it first passed upon after ar- 
gument by a tribunal the equal of the 
best appellate court, seems to me very 
clear. 

The country will regret that Judge 
Parker did not make _ clearer his 
meaning and explain more _ fully 
whether he favored the eraction of 
2 new court, or would have some 
court already constituted pass upon 
bi'ls proposed in the legislature and 
render in advance a decision as to 
their probable effect. 

The New York Globe does not ap- 
prove Judge Parker’s’ suggestion, 
pointing out that in almost every case 
it wil] require a constitutional amend- 
ment. The Globe says: 


Even in those states where the consti- 
tutions have commanded the judges to 
advise the legislatures—giving antici- 
patory opinions in hypothetical cases, 
groping for the light in that darkness 
which results when the law and tne 
facts are dissociated—we believe the 
judges have rendered only a most reluct- 
ant obedience, deploring the unwisdom 
of the power that compelled them. For 
the aversion to judicial statute making 
is ingrained in any country whose legal 
system is Anglo-Saxon in character. 
The feeling that justice cannot be done 
in this way is almost immovable. 

If Mr. Parker were to propose a lesser 
thing, the creation of ~- body of legal 
experts in the legislation itself—a body 
whose busintss it should be to cast a 
critical eye over all laws as they came 
through the legislative mill, maintain- 
ing the consistency, securing adequacy 
in form and, as nearly as possible, i 
substance, much virtue Would be seen 
in it. 

The real remedy lies in an appre- 
ciation by the public of the danger 


and the menace of pouring a great 


lative hopper. 

This danger has been recognized by 
Svme states and provision made for 
limiting the sessions of the legisla- 
ture and lengthening the intervals be- 
tveen sessions. 

The Globe pleads for “continence 
on the part of the members of the 
legislature and the people who send 
them there,” and hopes to see awak- 
ered “ a general disgust at excessive 
icgislation.” . 

When that sentiment is created 
and when state «executives are as 
firm and unyielding in opposing un- 
necessary and mischievous legislation 
as was Governor Hughes, a healthier 
and saner conditign of affairs will 
Le brought about. Ce. | > er ye Pe 
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Friendliness. of the Races. 

Despite sporadic outbreaks which 
are heralded to the world in lurid

When scrutinized by students of that 
school, who believe that beneath every shell 
there is an animal, behind every document 
there is a man. Peldatiah Webster's claim to 
the personal authorship of the scheme of 
federal government embodied in the consti- 
tution of the United States presents no diffi- 
culties whatever. AcSrding to all legitimate 
canons of criticism, his claim to the author- 
ship of that plan, severed from the dotails 
and considered as a connected whole, is as 
clear as Jefferson's to the aut .orship of the 
Declaration of Independence. Let us 
that the day is near at hand when the claim 
of the New England patriot and philosopher 
will be frankly admitted, and an imposing 
monument erected on some lonely eminenca 
near the capitol at Washington to the original 
designer of the unique plan of federal gov- 
ernment embodied in the constitution of the 
United States.’’

AS SEEN IN TWO COUNTIES

Following the precedent of the little! lators have been punished _with death; 


city of McDonough and the county of 
Henry,. there has recently occurred in 
Cuthbert, Randolph county, this state, 
an incident that needs more considera- 
tion by all the people than it has yet 
received. 

On the fifteenth of thig month, a ne- 
gro. Will Price, was legally executed, 
having been convicted of criminal as- 
sault. For. the conduct of this cas® 
and its final settlement, the people of 
Randolph county, and, indeed, the peo- 
ple of the whole state, are to be con- 
sratulated. Surely. the time is slowly 


:oming when the savagery of mobs wilh, 
1ease. 

During my recent visit to Cuthbert, a 
tivic league was formed to ® guard 
against lawlessness, crime and violence 
in Randolph county. Mr. J. J. Howell, 
the editor of The Cuthbert Leader, was 
made secretary of the league. In hig is- 
sue of the [5th, he thug reports Price’s 
sase: 

The crime for which Will Price was ex- 
ecuted was committed, so it is’ alleged, five 
or six weeks ago, upon the person of a little 
white girl 14 years of age. He was arrested 
and waived commitment trial. 

It was such an offense as is calculated to 
inflame the passions of white men, and there 
was talk of lynching. Cooler heads advised 
giving the negro a trial, and a special te 
of court was called, partly for that purpose 
After a fair trial Price was convicted an 
sentence dto hang iff as short a time as a 
lowed by law. : 

How much better it was to let the law t 
ite course than to have resorted to mob . 
lence! It speaks well for the law-abiding 
spirtt of our citizens and shows that the 
law can mete out justice surely and swiftly. 

In this case Judge Worrill called a 
special] term of the court, as did Judge 
Reagan in the case of Buck High at 
McDonough. Price was promptly indict- 
ed and counsel assigned. He was grant- 
ed a full and fair trial. He wag pro- 
nounced guilty of criminal assault. He 
was remanded to jail and kJpt in per- 
fect security and legally executed about 
five weeks after his horrible crime, as 
was Buck High at McDonough. 

Haury and Randolph counties, within 
three months of each other, have estab- 
lished a precedent for all the counties 
of the state, fully commensurate with 
the high character of the civilization 


we claim. In both these cases the law 
has been completely vindicated; the vio-

the dignity and honor of the state have 
been preserved and no man is a mur- 
derer therefor. How much better than 
lynching by a mob. 

We are passing through strenuous 
times in demanding the observance of 
the civil law. The people al over the 
state are rising up im their strength and 
compelling corporations to be obedient 
to the law. This they are doing under 
the old and the newly enacted law. This 
is as it should be, if the laws are fair 
and equitable and just. 

Has it occurred to the people that it 
is neither fair nor just to compel one 
class of citizens to be obedient to law 
and allow another class to go absolutely 
free from punishment, after the viola- 
tion of the law that is far more funda- 
mental and vital to the highest and best 
interests of the state? ; 

Why punish corporaions and allow 
mobs to murder with impunity? What is 
the distinctiong that makes such a dif- 
ference? The civil law, in this in- 
stance, means for the people, More mon- 
ey and larger estates. The criminal! 
law stands for better morals and great- 
er security for human life. 

The difference between the two is 4s 
the difference between “high noon and 
midnight,” as they affect our civilization, 
Now that the one is settled, will not all 
the people give more earnest considera- 
tion to the demands of the other? Are 
we to be more comninercial than right- 
eous? 

About two weeks before Wili Price's 
crime was committed near Cuthbert, a 
similar outrage was perpetrated by 4 
white man near a north Georgia town, 
having a population about the same 4s 
Cuthbert. The victim was the step- 
daughter of the criminal. ‘The offender 
was run down and confined in jail. He 
was taken out by a mob at midnight 
and promptly lynched and left hanging 
beside the public highway. Is this no 
offense demanding the outcry of all 
the people against its lawlessness? Are 
people who commit such horrible out- 
tage in savage murder not amenable to 
any law? 

What are we going to do with mobs? 
Shall they be made to suffer the pen- 
alties of the law as well as the corpora- 
tions, or shall they be aflowed to go 
entirely free? :

WILL VIEW THE GROUND 


Georgia Railroad Would Build the 
Bridge, but the City May Have 
to Make Too Many Conces- 
sions—How the Matter 
Now Stands. 


The council members from the third 
and fourth wards met yesterday after- 
noon to consider the proposition from 
the Georgia railroad in regard to the 
foot bridge over the railroad tracks 
from Decatur street to Oakland cemetery 
between Jackson and Lucy streets. 

With the committee Colonel TK. 
Scott, general manager of the railroad; 
Saunders McDaniel, attorney for the 
railroad; Frank A. Pittman, alderman- 
elect, and J. C. Harrison, councilman- 
elect from the third ward met. There 
were also present to look after the city’s 
interests, City Attorney Mayson and As- 
sisant City Engineer W. -T. B. Wilson. 

The city and the Georgia railroad are 
now in a lawsuit about the rights of 
the city to a crossing near Yonge street 
and the railroad consented to settle the 
suit by erecting a‘foot bridge which 
will be near Yonge street, provided the 
city relinquishes its rights to any oth- 
er crossing at that point. 

The city once had a Public street on 
the north side of the cemetery which 
is now occupied by railroad tracks. Oak- 
land avenue runs on the west side of 
the cemetery and stops at the railroad. 
If it was continued it would touch De- 
catur street at a point very near Yonge 
Sreet. Pedestrians can.now walk down 
Oakland avenue, formerly Gullatt street, 
turn to the east and reach a grade 
crossing which is the only way they 
can pass to Decatur street. 

The Only Crossing. 

For a long time citizens residing in 
the fourth ward have reached the cem- 
etery by using this grade crossing. 

The building of the proposed foot 
bridge would relieve the congestion and 
danger now incident to the y sheer as 
at present. The question was whether 
this was worth what the city would 
have to give up. Many believed that 
the railroad should be required to give 
the city a future right to make an un- 
derpass from Oakland avenue to Deca- 
tur Street, near Yerge. 

Colonel Scott said he was not in a 
position to make any such concession. He 
believed the railroad would do what was 
right in the future. 

The joint committee decided to take a 
view of the ground before making any 
decision and this afternoon will visit 
the crossing.

“Just characteristic of the place,” said 
the bachelor, who is im trouble over 
having said the modern girl is reared 
with “faise ideals’ of no ideals at 4ll. 
“A man can’t express himself about 
anything that it isn’t repeated and &ct- 
ually getg in the newspapers. 

“I easually remarked I didn’t have 4 
pleasant time this summer, and gave 
One of the reasons why a man hesitates 
about paying attentions to young women, 
and what is my amazement, te hear thet 
what I say is repeated and published 
and that an offended mother féels called 
upon to make reply. 

“What I said is true: that is, the fem- 
inine gossips are such at the resorts, 
and during the social season in town, 
that a man hesitates now about showing 
& young woman anything more than the 
slightest attention, lest the gossiping 
contingent question his motives. 

“I stated that this condition, con- 
bisnend with the fact that many young 
women are reared with ‘false ideals of 
life,” are combining against that good 
comradeship that should exist between 
unmarried men and women. 

“I dod not retract one word that I 
said. Although the good lady who takes 
issue with me observes that it amuses 
her to hear how unmarried men and 
women theorize about the way children 
should be reared, I must remind her that 
those affaires she accuses me of hav- 
ing, with the women of whom she dis- 
approvés, have all been had with wo- 
men of her world; that these women 
have given me the experience from the 
standpoint of which I speak, and that 
it is through my association with them, 
I am timpelled to wonder what their 
mothers taugh them—for hev had moth- 
ers. 

“I commend the mother who rears her 
daughter with the idea that the happy 
marriage is the most complete life for 
man and woman, but is not the idea of 
the ‘happy marriage’ and the ‘advantage+ 
OUs Marriage’ so conflicted in the matri- 
miénial mind of today that if it were 
th e question of thc “‘hennv marriage,’ 
from the daughter’s standpoint and the 
‘advantageous marriage’ from the moth- 
er’s idea. would not the average mother 
make every effort to prevail? 

“Does the mother rearing her daugh- 
ter for the responsibilities of life, in dis- 
cussing matrimony as a means to the 
end of the complete life, dwell upon the 
fact that wifehood and maternity are 
the two great principles thereof? How 
often does one hear of the mother who 
talks of these things to her daughter? 

“Instead, the average girl’s idea of 
matrimony is an establiabment of her 
own; silver, like that of her neighbor, 
rugs like those of her friend, and glit- 
tering gems—and the husband. 

“Well, he is the meang to the end— 
not of the complete life—nay—but the 
end making possible the ‘world’s goods, 
but not life’s graces.” 

“Exceptions, to all rules, 1 grant, but 
I do believe that the average mother 
probably unconsciously equips her 
daughter for the world, rather than for 
life; she teaches her the themes that 
lead to so-called social] conquests, rath- 
er than the principles upon which the 
real charactér is built. 

“Woman. man reveres. as the mother of 
the race the superior bcine and to her 
he looks for leadership in sSociety—sup- 
posedly standing for the higher princi- 
ples of civilization—oné of the factors 
of which is the normal and wholesome 
association of men and women as in- 
dividuals, regardless of sex. 

“Never losing sight of marriage as a 
means to the more complete life, it must 
be remembered that through association 
with people the broadest and most val- 
uable knowledge of life is attained; 
that discrimination on the pam of a 
young woman must be obtained through 
her knowledge of not one, but matyw men. 
Though, as woman, it is one of her du- 
ties to please—to charm; still men should 
not be regarded by her as objects of 
conquest, but rather as companions—as 
friends who are not lacking in obliga- 
tions, if they fail ag lovers, and do 
not aspire to be husbands. 

“One man, for instance, might Interest 
her very much because he had read al- 
most the same books she had read: a 
second might be fond of horseback rid- 
ing, long jaunts in the woods, and the 
out-of-door sports; a third might amuse 
her because he was sentimental, doted 
on poetry, and was in love with her best 
friend; another might pique her -interest 
because he was indifferent, and self- 
absorbed, while his friend, a figure in 
political life, was full of stories about 
politics and big worldly things. 

“Because a girl is clever enough to 
hold all these men as friends, and re- 
quired none as lovers, she has lost noth- 
ing by her association with them. Rather 
She has gained, and when the lover does 
appear, she has learned enough about 
men to realize that what pleases one. 
does not please another, and to know 
about what kind of man most pleases

“The broader and more normal her s0- 
cial atmosphere is, the more worthy it 
becomes to be a part of her real life, 
and a means through which her interests 
may become the mofe fixed, and her 
sense of discrimination the more acute. 
Such a woman becoming a wife realizes, 
that society is but an incident of life, 
instead of Hfe’s being an incident of 
society. 

“Men and women who can take this 
view of life will not descend to the 
petty and provincial habit of contin- 
ually questioning the extent of the ac- 
quaintance that may exist between un- 
married people. The mother who stops 
to think and rears her daughter with 
ideals of life, rather than ideas of 50- 
ciety, is the one destined to remedy 
many of the so-called social evils of the 
day for all sensible men must agree,

THE HEALTH BOARD MEETS 


Typhoid Fever Discassed Informal- 
ly—Resolution Adopted Requir- 
ing Inside Lots to Connect 
With Sewers. 


The board of health met yesterday aft- 
ernoon, and had an ‘informal discussion 
of the prevajence of typhoid fever. It 
was stated by the physicians on the 
board that Atlanta had some cases of 
fever, but that such fevers were now 
prevalent everywhere, and this city was 
not near as bad off in that respect as 
other cities in the same ljocality. 

A resolution was adopted requiring all 
te be connected with 
sewers. This grew out of the fact that 
in some sections houses buili in the in- 
terior of blocks were without sewer con- 
nections. The case taken up was that 
of property surroundeg by Capitol ave- 
nue, Fraser, Richardson and Crumley 
streets. 

A petition for a milk dairy across 
the street from the Baptist tabernacle 
on lackie street, which has hung fire, 
for seme months, was sent back to the 
petitioner for perfection.

Milner was 
found nec. guilty, and after his acquittal 
he left the court house, and wWwag-,shet 
through his right arm, and ran a short 
distance, and another shot broke his 
thigh. 

According to Milner’s testimony today 
his assailants stood over h ., after he 
fell, and fired three shots ir. > his body. 
He was wounded five times, and was 
not expected to live, but recovered. 
Olif ang Lorne Dorsey, sons of “Cuff” 
Dorsey, and A. L. Norris, a nephew, 
were indicted by the grand jury. Lorne 
Dorsey and Norris gave bend. Otis 
Dorsey has never been apprehended. 
Lorne Dorsey’s bond was forfeited. 

The state inseoduced witnesses’ to 
prove Milner was shot by the parties 
indicted, but no witness swore to having 
seen Norris with a pistol. It was 
brought out that he was with the Dorsey 
bovs when they shot. 

Hugh Dorsey, of Atlanta, a witness 
for the defense, swore Milner was in 
the court room at the time of the shoot- 
ing. 

The jury was out an hour-and a half, 
returning at 9 o'clock, bringing in a 
verdict of not guilty. 

Hon. Schley Howard ang Hon. M. 
Wright represented the state; and Reu- 
ben Arnold, of Atlanta; Messrs. W. L. 
Watterson, O. J. Coogler, of this place, 
were for the defendant. —
